Sentence of Welch for Murder.

In lhe Essex county, New Jersey, Court yes-
terday afternoon, Judge Dupue and the Asso-
eclate Justices presiding, Thomas Welch was
arralgned and sentenced for the murder of
Patrick Tormey, on the night of the Fourth of
July laat, Upon the prisoner belng asked if he
had anything to say why sentence should not
be pronounced, he re'!‘all »d by prasentlng a state-
ment which was read by General Runyon, one
of his connsel. Welch In his statement says
that he had been sleeping at bis home all day,
and went out in the eveniung with Farley and
aopotber friend, Before and after golog out
they drank some beer,

Belween 10 and 11 o'olock they lefl the saloon
in wiileh they speot the evening, and pro-
ceeded up the hill, stopping near the scene of
the murder, and while standing there Tormey
came along and Farley told him to get out of
the way. Tormey passed on a short dlatance,
then turned back,and applylog an o&_ll.hal. Lo
Farley, struck him. He then asked Weloh If
be bad nnflblng o say, &t Lthe same Lime
koocking bim down., A fSght then snsaed, and
Welch was thrown under, when he agked to be
let up; Tormey refused; he drew his knife and
struok Tormey, intending to oul his leg,

After getting on his feet, Tormey sald ho was
ont, and Farley replled that It served him
right, and, after kicking him, ran away, fol-
lowed by Welch, They went to ., and the
next morning Weleh'sslster told him that Lthers
WS & IAD Ign; dead In Warren street, He
then remembered the quarrel of the night be-
fore, but hardly th ht it could be the man
with whom they b the diMiculty. He gavs
his knife to his sister, and told herto put In the
bureau, but she threw itinto an out house. Ha
then went with Farley to Jersey City to pur-
chase & horse, and returning in the afternoon,
was arrested for the murder.

After the reading of the statement Judge
Dupue advised the oulprit to have no furtber
hope for mercy, bul 1o take carnest measares
to prepare his soul for death,

ewas then sentenced In the usual form to
be hnug on Thursday, January 2, betweaen the
poursof 10 A. M.and 8 P. M.” Welch listened
Lo the senlence witbhout any apparent emotion,
and immediately afterwards was removed Lo
an antfe-room by Bherlff Buah,

The court-room wasd densely crowded, and a
number of female relatives of the condemned
man were presant, who 5310 niterancs to their
grief in sobs nnd tears.— " World,
